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PREFACE 


T he season of 1930-1931, reported in this volume, presents 
many seeming contradictions. The uncertain conditions 
which characterized all trade were naturally reflected to some 
extent in literary property, but there were surprisingly high lev- 
els as well as low, and it is difficult to attribute to general busi- 
ness conditions the range of prices within the season or the 
variation between this year's prices and those of the past. 

Inferior copies of rare editions seem to have come upon the 
market more frequently than heretofore, and at low prices, of 
course. This may indicate that there was a demand for the 
book, whatever its condition, as well as the fact that there are no 
available copies in better condition, or that better copies are’ 
being held back for times of freer expenditure. The fact which 
stands out is that desirable copies which were presented for sale 
held their own, and it would appear that even inferior copies of 
the same works are increasingly in demand. Inspection of the 
following pages will show that buyers were alert for good items, 
that rarities met with the response of other times, and that many 
of the offerings of the year were sold at prices which established 
new records. 

Another feature of the season which might lead to mistaken 
conclusions is the fact that there were few auction sales which 
ran to laijge individual totals. Against this is the fact that the 
higher prices realized were by no means confined to items in the 
larger, best-known collections and that many items vainly sought 
in recent years were brought out in the smaller sales and in the 
composite sales of collections assembled from various sources. 

The year shows an increase in the number of sales, with an 
aggregate of 77 as compared with the 65 of 1929-1930. Auctions 
of the Union Square Book Shop and the Chicago Book and Art 
Auctions, Inc., have been added to those of the houses formerly 
included, and five cities of the United States are now represented 
in the report made by American Book-Pi*ices Current. This 
year’s report covers 829 pages, forming the largest volume of 
the scries since 1926. 

'Phe auctions included the library of the late John Nolty, com- 
prising Americana, manuscripts, color plate books, and English 
and American first editions; the Samuel Kalis ch library of first 
editions; the Tennyson collection formed by Thomas Ogden 
Amelia; the Mcrryweathcr-Minor-Randolph assemblage, includ- 
ing important documents in the hand of Thomas Jefferson; the 
library of Frederick W, Lehmann, containing his Dickens collec- 
tion and first editions of American and English authors; the 
library of B. George Ulizio, Part I, Blz’St Editions of English

Authors, including noted Dickens items; selections from the 
library of John P. Kane and that of a New Jersey collector, 
containing fine copies of American first editions and popular 
sporting items; and the Barrus-Undcrhill collection, including 
Hawthorne, Melville, Clemens, Burroughs, Whitman material, 
mainly autographic in its interest. 

The highest price of the season, $23,000, was paid for an 
autograph letter of Thomas Jefferson, sold among the Minor- 
Randolph documents. 

The Lehmann and Ulizio sales, the largest of the season, met 
with special interest through the rarity of their material, a num- 
ber of the books being autographed. To mention only some of 
those without this unique quality, in a comparison covering the 
last five years, the following were distinguished as bringing new 
record prices. Among the Dickens items which were signiiicatit 
of both sales, the Lehmann collection included the broadside, 
The Great International Walking Match [Boston, 1868], under- 
stood to be one of five signed copies, which sold at $2000; Is She 
His Wife? [London, n.d.] at $850; The Strange Gentleman, con- 
taining the Phiz frontispiece, London, 1837, at $2100; and the 
Dickens-Collins synopsis of the play, A Message from the Sea, 
1861, at $475- 

In the Ulizio collection, David Copperfield, 1849-1850, first 
issue, in parts, brought $S7S; the Library of Fiction, London, 
1836-37, in parts, $1600; the first octavo edition of Oliver Twist, 
London, 1846, in parts, $1400; the New York, 1836-38 issue of 
Pickwick Papers, in 26 parts, $2500; and the McCutchcon-Ulizio 
copy of Pickwick Papers, included among the eleven copies de- 
scribed in Eckel’s Prime Pickwicks in Parts, brought $13,000, a 
sum exceeded only by that paid for the Hatton-Cole copy and 
by the sum paid for the Kern copy. 

The Lehmann sale produced Vol. I of the Broadway Journal, 
1845, at a price of $200; the 1744 second issue of Benjamin 
Franklin’s imprint of Cicero’s Cato Major in English, at $375; 
Samuel Clemens’s The Prince and the Pauper, 1882, at $025; 
Dana’s Two Years Before the Mast, N. Y., 1840, at $950; Bret 
Harte’s Luck of Roaring Camp, first issue, Boston, 1870,' at $5T0, 
his M’liss, N. Y. [1873], $950; Hawthorne’s Liberty I'ree, 

1841, at $300; Longfellow’s Evangeline, Boston, 1847, at $750; 
Whittier’s Justice and Expediency, Haverhill, 1^33, at $675, liis 
Moll Pitcher, Boston, 1832, at $650 — the Chauiberlaiii-Wakcman 
copy, a belter copy, sold in 1924 for $250. Snow-Bound, Jh>ston, 
1866, sold at $275; the “Large Type” issue of Sumner [1873], 
at $55. The sum of $725 was paid for an eighteenth century 
horn-book, one of the 45 of the Tiicr collection, which sold as 
a whole at Sotheby’s in 1900 for £269 5s. 

In the Kane sale, Aiken’s Sporting Discoveries [18x6-16-17] 
brought $400; Clemens’s Adventures of Tom Sawyer, Hartford, 
1876, first issue, $1950; Cooper’s Deerslayer, 1841, $260; The Last 
of the Mohicans, Philadelphia, 1826, $3200; Harte's Lost Galleon, 
San Francisco, 1867, $260; Hawthorne's Celestial Rail-Road, Bos- 
ton, 1843, $400; and a complete set of the Sporting Magazine, 
1792-1870, $2900 — an advance of $1000 over the sum paid for the 
copy of this run of the magazine which was sold in 1929. 

Continuing this comparison for recent years, record prices 
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were paid for works mentioned below. Some of these appeared 
in the above collections, some in other sales at sums which, 
while lower than prices quoted above, were yet larger than those 
of past years. Dati’s metrical version of the Columbus letter, 
Florence, 1495, making a first appearance on the market, sold 
for $5100. Louisa Alcott’s Little Women, 1868-69, which brought 
$16 in 1928, sold this year at $330, $490, and $530; AIdrich*s Bad 
Boy, 1870, sold at $325 against the preceding year’s price of 
^120. The poems of Rupert Brooke, London, 1911, appeared at 
$105; Bryant’s Poems, Cambridge, 1821, at $500, $550, and $800; 
The Adventures of Huckleberry Finn, 1885, at $280. In addition 
to the above Kane copy of the 1876 Tom Sawyer, other copies 
sold at $1225, and $1900. Cooper’s Lionel Lincoln, N. Y., 1824- 
25, sold at $45; The Pathfinder, at, $150; Precaution, at $700 
Egan’s Boxiana, 1812-29, brought $320; Emerson’s Essays, First 
Series, 1841, $600; both series, 1841-44, $575; Harte's Lost Gal- 
leon, San Francisco, 1867, $120 and $260. In addition to the 
above Lehmann copy, other copies of The Luck of Roaring 
Camp, Boston, 1870, sold at $225 and $425; Hawthorne’s Celes- 
tial Rail-Road, Boston, 1843, at $350. Irving’s History of New 
York, published in New York in 1809, brought $340, $385, $400, 
$575, and $850; Kipling’s Soldiers Three, Allahabad, i88^ $7^5; 
and an incomplete run, 58 numbers, of the United Service College 
Chronicle, 1878-1902, $2600. Poe’s Raven, N. Y., 1845, brought 
$510; Scott’s Rob Roy, Edinburgh, 1818, $560; Stevenson’s Pent- 
laud Rising, Edinburgh, 1866, $800 and $875. Whittier items in 
some cases rcalijied three times the sums paid for corresponding 
copies in the Wakeman sale of 1924. Wordsworth’s Two Ad- 
dresses to the Freeholders of Westmorland, Kendal, 1818, 
brought $500. 

Among earlier works, an Office printed by Jenson in 1475 sold 
for $1000; the [1492] Pynson imprint of Chaucer’s Canterbury 
Talcs, $1500; the 1540 and the 1545 Cosmographia of Apianus, 
$102 each. A broadside proclamation of Charles II for appre- 
hension of the regicides sold at $353; the New Travels of De- 
calves, Boston [1788], at $390; Mante’s History of the Late War 
in North America, London^ 1772, at $440. 

Among works of reference, the American Bibliography of 
Charles Evans, 1903-29, made an initial appearance, selling at 
$330. 

With the inclusion of autographic matcidal at lower figures 
than heretofore, the manuscript section of American Book-Prices 
Current occupies increased space in this as in last year's volume. 
New names appear, of course, through the change; but many of 
the old ones will be found followed by matter sold at prices in 
advance of those upon the old basis of $50 as a minimum sum 
for entry. In the latter class are autographs of Alexander 
Brown, Joseph Brant, Thomas Carlyle, Samuel Carpenter, 
Stephen Crane, John Cotton, Arthur Dobbs, Joseph Dudley, 
Daniel Eames (appealing against an accusation of witchcraft), 
Mary Baker G. Eddy, Ninian Edwards, Ralph Waldo^ Emerson, 
the Comte d’Estaing, David G. Farragut, Major Daniel Gookin 
(in his Account of the Sufferings of Christian Indians in New 
England, 1675-77), James N. Granger, the composer, Handel, 
President Harrison, John Hay, W. H. Hudson, Robert R. Liv- 
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ingston, Robert Southey, and Horace Walpole, The record in- 
cludes Bryant’s manuscript of his discourse on Washington 
Irving at $1050; autographs of Hawthorne at $300, $900, and 
$1175; autographs of Mrs. Hawthorne at $105, $310, $450, and 
$800; a letter of Oliver Wendell Holmes to Hawthorne upon 
The Scarlet Letter at $1450; Washington Irving’s revision for a 
new edition of his Life of Columbus, at $2900 (an advanct; of 
$400 over the sum paid for this same item in 1928); autographs 
of Thomas Jefferson at $400, $610, $1000, $2100, and, as men- 
tioned above, $23,000; also a letter of Herman Melville upon 
Moby Dick to Mrs. Hawthorne at $3100. Among prices paid for 
state papers will be found sums of $1250 and $1900.

As this volume may come into the hands of some persons not 
familiar with the publication,^ the following explanation of its 
scheme is reprinted from earlier issues. 

The name of the author, or the main heading, is set in bold-face 
capitals. As a rule, Club and Press publications are listed under 
the name of the club or press in question; and a few other books, 
such as anonymous histories and biographies, are given subject 
entries. 
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The titles of various works under these main entries are printed 
in bold"face type, capitals and lower case. The subsequent mat- 
ter, the description, printed in light-face type, is in two portions, 
the first, including the imprint — place, printer, date — and size of 
volume, is general and applies to all copies of the work listed 
The second portion of the description, applying specifically to 
the copy of the book sold (each lot beginning a new line), is 
made up as follows: (i) a description of the binding; (2) a state- 
ment as to the condition of this copy — ^if on large paper, with 
extra plates inserted, from a famous library, etc.; (3) capital 
(key) letter, referring to the Chronological List of Sales at the 
beginning of this volume and indicating the name and date of 
the sale; (4) the lot number of the sale catalogue; (5) the price 
realized, that is, the price per lot and not per volume.
